Book sale helping Fenwick library branch turn a page

Pelham Public Library wants 
to turn used books into new 
furniture. 

Proceeds from its annual 
summer used book sale, which 
runs today to Saturday, will go 
to furnish the new Maple Acre 
Branch in Fenwick. 

“We need chairs, tables, 
shelves, computer technology 


and book carts,” said develop¬ 
ment and volunteer co-ordina- 
tor Melanie Taylor-Ridgway. 

The library has received 
more than 300 boxes of donated 
books for the sale. 

"That's twice as much as we 
normally get," she said. 

"Maybe the hot weather kept 
people inside and they weeded 
out their collections.'' 

The book sale, in the Festival 
Room of the Fonthill branch, 


will include fiction, non-fic¬ 
tion books, children's and cook 
books, games, videos and mag- 

A $l-million addition to 
the historic 1919 Maple Acre 
branch is under construction 
in Fenwick. 

While the Town of Pelham, 
which owns the library build¬ 
ings, pays for the new section, 
the Pelham library board must 
raise $50,000 for furnishings. 


It will hold events such as 
the book sale and appeal to the 
public for donations. 

The Pelham Art Festival will 
announce a contribution today. 
The association, which holds its 
annual art show at the Pelham 
arena on Mother's Day week¬ 
end, regularly donates to the 
Pelham library. The show began 
as a fundraiser to build the Fon¬ 
thill library 30 years ago. 

Taylor-Ridgway said the 


semi-annual book sale raises 
more than $3,000. However, 
she hopes to bring in more with 
the larger selection. 

Library staff examines dona¬ 
tions looking for books to keep 
for its collection. 

“We usually find some,” she 
said. “Many books are new, 
only read once.” 

After the book sales, the 
library shares leftovers with 
non-profit groups holding 


sales or collecting books for

said. “We also take donations 
of books throughout the year 
and during our sales.”

The Niagara Regional Exhibition will 
happen this yean for sure. 

Despite previously voting against 
holding a fair this year due to funding 
constraints, Niagara Regional Agricul¬ 
tural Society board members changed 
their minds last Monday night 

They voted instead to take advan¬ 
tage of nearly $25,000 in city funding 
as well as from sponsors to organize a 
somewhat scaled down version of the 
163-year-old exhibition. 

They also voted to hire Jane Thomp¬ 
son to help make it a reality, with less 
than a month to go before the fair is 
scheduled to open in mid-September 
at the Niagara Street fairgrounds. 

During a special city council meet¬ 
ing last week, councillors voted to pro¬ 
vide $24,641 to the agricultural society 
to help fund the NRE with money orig¬ 
inally earmarked for the Niagara Food 
Festival, which was cancelled after that 
organization went bankrupt. 

The plan to save the fair was 
launched by board member Art Gill 
after he discussed the possibility of 
putting together the eventwith Thomp¬ 
son, who has spent more than a dec¬ 
ade working for the food festival, the 
Welland Recreational Canal Corp. and 
other groups organizing large commu¬ 
nity events. 

Gill, the board's co-treasurer, said 
Thompson wrote the city asking for 
funding and he signed it and submit¬ 
ted it to the city of Welland on Aug. 3. 

Not knowing if the city would sup¬ 
port the request, Gill said he submit¬ 
ted the letter to the city without board 
approval because of the limited time 
remaining. 

Gill said cancelling the fair was a 
divisive issue among board members, 
but after the city funding was approved 
the majority of board members sup¬ 
ported the event. 

The board voted by secret ballots 
that were destroyed after the votes 
were counted. 


Explaining her reasons for getting 
involved, Thompson told board mem¬ 
bers the loss of the Niagara Food Festi¬ 
val followed by the cancellation of the 
fair created "a major void in our com¬ 
munity.”

Although the board planned to 
bring the fair back for 2017 for Can¬ 
ada’s 150th anniversary, Thompson 
said once events are cancelled for a 
year they often do not return. 

“Everyone’s entitled to their opin¬ 
ion. I get it," she said. "But I've worked 
in the event world for a long time, and 
once it’s gone in the event world, it’s 
normally lost” 

Board members had a few concerns 
about the plan, including ensuring the 
agricultural component of the event 
remains at the forefront, while raising 
additional money. 

Thompson was confident there is 
enough support for the event in the 
community to cover costs. 

“I firmly believe the community will 
step up to the plate,” she said. 

One Welland company, for instance, 
has already committed $5,000 to 
the exhibition, and Thompson said 
she has been in contact with other 
area businesses interested in getting 
involved. 

She said event sponsorships usually 
average between $50,000 and $80,000, 
plus in-kind services. 

“There are a ton of sponsors that 
would come on board,” she said. 

"When it comes to sponsorships, I 
know I can do it and then some." 

Board member Bill Foote argued 
in favour of holding the fair, telling 
board chair Ray Ravazzolo that for the 
past 163 years “your dad (Ray Ravaz¬ 
zolo Sr.) and Art, and people like that 
have been putting something like this 
into the community, and then for one 
reason or another we’re too proud or 
too stupid not to take advantage of the 
resources that are available to us." 

Gill told board members if they did 
not hold a fair this year, “I guarantee
